These figures were estimated Thurs- 

day by John N. Cooper, assistant su- 
perintendent of the city water depart- 
ment. The department was unable to 
state accurately the number of per- 
sons moving because orders for trans- 
fer of meters are coming into the 
department by the hundreds and a 
check of the total will not be avail- 
able until all meters have been trans- 
ferred. 
Many of these families already are 
in their new quarters. Public service 
units have been extremely busy dur- 
ing the last two weeks transferring 
telephones, electric and gas meters 
while the city water department has 
been taxed to its capacity to care 
the unprecedented number of 
meter transfers. Two clerks in the 
water department have been assigned 
to the task of taking care of the trans- 
fer orders received over the telephone 
while two others have devoted their 
entire time for the last week to meet- 
ing the needs of patrons who call 
at the office. , 

Officials of the Southern Bell Tele 
phone company were unable to give 
an accurate estimate of the number 
of telephones, so great has the demand 
for transfers hindered the company 
that records were set aside to. be 
compiled later.

Appearing before Recorder A, W. 
Callaway Thursday morning charged 
with killing Hoke ‘@gvid in a down- 
town hotel early WeAnesday morning, 
J. E. McGee, of Miami, Fla., was 
exonerated by the court on grounds 
of self-defense.

It is generally felt in Jewish circles 
on the continent and in the United 
States that the economic depression 
which characterized the situation in 
Palestine during’ the last two years 
has safely been weathered. Over in 
the Holy Land the devoted men and 
women who set out to reclaim the na- 
tional Hebrew soil realize that the 
days of their greatest worry are over. 
A new and more substantial hope ani- 
mates them as they set their faces to 
the next phase of development. 
is actually under way on the Jordan 
electrification project and the time is 
not far distant when the Holy Land 
will add 16,000 horsepower to its in- 
dustrial energy. Engineers are sur- 
veying the harbor of Haifa with a 
view to modernizing and making it 
an up-to-date port. Then there is the 
Dead Sea. No accurate estimate can 
be made yet of the wealth of mineral 
deposits in its depths, but it is con- 
siderable, running in the hundreds of 
millions.

IRISH FREE STATE 
HONORS KELLOGG 


Dublin, August 30.—(/)—A lav- 
ish Irish welcome was accorded Frank 
B. Kellogg, United States secretary 
of state, upon his arrival here today 
fresh from the memorable signing of 
the anti-war pact at Paris. 

With Secretary Kellogg were Mrs. 
Kellogg and President Cvosgrave of 
the Irish Free State, who accompanied 
him from Le Havre, France, aboard 
the cruiser Detroit to Kingstown, 
where they debarked and proceeded 
to Dublin. 

Since his arrival, the American seec- 


retary has been greeted every time 
he has appeared in public by enor- 
mous crowds which have not hesi- 


tated to show their enthusiasm. 


Official Welcome. 

His official welcome began with a 
presentation of the freedom of the 
city in a scroll printed in both the 
Irish and the English languages short- 
ly after his reaching here. .The 
presentation was followed by a visit 
to Governor General James MeNeiil 
at the Viceregal lodge, and a state 
banquet this evening at the Shel- 
bourne hotel.

Amplifies Views of Smith 
On Three Important Is- 
sues of Campaign; 
Wants Merchant Marine

hand, he occasionally leaned forward 
as he concluded a statement, gestur- 


‘Gng with his left hand. 


His declaration that the time has 
«come “when an economic adventure is 
justified in behalf of the millions,” 
of farmers was received with applause, 
the cheers echoing and _ re-echoing 
through the valley between the tower- 
ing ranges of the Ozark mountains. 

Turning to the prohibition issue, 
Mr. Robinson also received applause 
when he quoted a part of the party 
platform approved by the Houston 
convention attacking the republican 
party on prohibition.. 

The senator was interrupted by ap- 
plause when he quoted in part the 
telegram sent the conyention by Gov- 
ernor Smith the day after his nomina- 
tion, detlaring that “if it is the will 
of the people of this nation that I 
am to take an oath as president of 
the United States to protect and de- 
fend our constitution and laws, | will 
execute that oath to the limit of my 
ability without reservation or . eva- 
sion.” 

“Can it be said,” the senator went 
on, “that because Governor Smith be- 
lieves that, without returning to the 
old evils of the saloon, temperance 
and respect for law can be promoted 
through changes in the existing sys- 
tem, he is a nullificationist and an 
enemy of the constitution? Such ar- 
g<uments impeach the intelligence of 
their authors.” As the senator con- 
tinued with a discussion of the prohi- 
bition issue, he again and again was 
interrupted by applause. 

The senator’s declaration that Wil- 
liam S. Vare, of Pennsylvania, who, 
he said, “thwarted the movement to 
‘stop Hoover’ at Kansas City and 
forced Mr. Hoover’s nomination, 
claimed election to the senate on a 
platform containing a single plank— 
the repeal of national prohibition” 
Jikewise was applauded. 

After prohibition, the senator next 
took up a discussion of the American 
merchant marine question. 

“An adequate merchant marine is 
recognized by the democratic party,” 
he said, “as essential to the safety 


of the nation and the independence ; 


commerce.” 
Honesty in Government. 


From merchant marine the sena- 
for passed on to “political corrup- 
tion.” 

“Honesty in public affairs is of 
transcendent importance,” he declar- 
ed, adding that “corruption is the red 
signal of decadence.” 

As he proceeded to review the dis- 
closures by senate committees during 
recent years, the crowd, which by the 
time the senator started speaking «ad 
zrown to somewhere nvar 12,0tu or 
15,000 frequently applauded. 

The statement that “the democratic 
party pledges itself to ‘rescue the gov- 
ernment from those who have betray- 
ed their trust by disgracing it,’ ? was 
among other utterances prompting a 
demonstration.

Senator Robinson,” the speaker 
went on,/ “because of your seusened 
statesmanship, your estublished lead- 
ership, the robust quality of your 
democracy, the Jeffersonian charac- 
ter of your political ccncepts and 
your fine fidelity to American ideals. 
in eccep.ing the 
honor of the party, concluded with 
the declaration that the “nomination 
for vice president is actepted with 
sincere appreciation of the honor and 
responsibilities that are associated 
with it.” 7

to a close by Chairman John J.

mears. spokesman of a party has 
the duty to tell the whole truth, and 
is justified in urging conclusions which 
his conscience approves, however dis- 
tasteful or harmful they may be to 
the opposition. He proves himself un- 
worthy if he knowingly accepts ad- 
vantage from falsehood, even though 
not uttered or inspired by himself. 


Fair Campaign. 


In the hope that frankness, sincerity 
and fairness may govern throughout 
the campaign, and that they may be 
tempered by the spirit of charity which 
constitutes the sublimest attribute of 
our Christian civilization, the discus- 
sion of the measures at issue is en- 
tered upon in the belief that the wis- 
dom of the voters will correctly and 
justly decide between the two great 
parties which present their candidates 
and platforms, 

It will not be practicable in this ad- 
dress to touch upon all of the issues 
raised. Many subjects of importance 
necessarily ure reserved for comment 
hereafter, 

Perhaps the most important issue in 
this campaign arises out of the atti- 
tude of the two niajor parties toward 
the problems affecting agriculture. 

Both platforms recognize the dis- 
tressed condition of the industry and 
embrace promises, the relative value 
of which is apparent from a compari- 
son of the two pronouncer «ts. 


Republican Pledge. 


The republican platform on the sub- 
ject of.farm relief is not readily dis- 
tinguishable from that of 1924, pledg- 
¥e the party “To take whatever steps 

e necessary to bring back a balanced 
condition between agriculture, industry 
and labor.” 


The farm problem had appeared in 
December of 1921, when President 
Harding requested the former secre- 
tary of agriculture, Mr. Wallace, to 
call a conference. The conference was 
held in Junuary, 1921, and a resolu- 
tion adopted calling upon the presi- 
dent and the congress “to take such 
steps as would immediately reestablish 
a fair exchange value for all farm 
products with that of all other com- 
modities.” 

The secretary of agriculture, Mr. 
Wallace, took the lead in the prep- 
fration of a measure which has be- 
come widely known as the McNary- 
Haugen bill: Prior to the national 
convention of 1924 it was defeated 
in the house of representatives, and 
consequently Was not considered by 
the senate during that session. 


This was the situation when the 
promise of 1924 was made by the re- 
publican party “to take whatever 
steps are necessary to bring back a 
balanced condition between agricul- 
ture, industry and lJabor.’’.* * * 

_ To regain the confidence of the mil-

McNary-Haugen Bill. 


In the short session of congress 
which expired March 4, 1924, the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, modified, was re- 
ported by the committees on agricul- 
ture in both the house and the senate, 
but di* not come to a vote in either 
body. 

In the Pacific Ruralist of February 
7, 1924, Mecretary Hoover, outlining 
his views on the agricultural question, 
said: 

**Generally ‘the fundamental need is 
a balancing of agricultural production 
to our home demand.” 

This plan announced by Mr. Hoo- 
ver for the alleged relief of agricul- 
ture, contemplated the contraction of 
the farm industry so that production 
in excess of the home demand would 
be eliminated, and the export field left 
entirely to the industrial exporter. 

During the session of 1925-1926 the 
McNary-Haugen bill was added as a 
committee amendment to house bill 
7893, to create a division of cooper- 
ative marketing in the department of 
agriculture. The amendment was de- 


feated and the bill was passed as it 
came from the hotse. 


| Numerous other bills, perhaps fifty, 
‘designed to promote agricultural pros- 
perity were introduced, but not one 
of them was strong enough to receive 
a vote in either house. 

The sixty-ninth congress passed the 
McNary-Haugen bill by a _ vote of 
57 per cent of the democrats and 52 
per cent of the republicans. President 
Coolidge vetoed the bill. 


Bill Modified. 


During the last session the bill was

What are the methods suggested by 
the nominee for president in his in- 
terpretation of the republican plat- 
form?

Will .the farmers of the United 
States, who have waited eight years 
for Mr. Hoover and his associates to 
serve them, accept the tariff as a 
remedy “for depression in farm prod- 
ucts” whose domestic prices are con- 
trolled in markets not shielded by the 
tariff wall? Our farmers usually pro- 
duce for export large quantities of 
wheat, corn, cotton and other staple 
products. Increased tariffs can afford 
no relief. 

The next proposal in Mr. Hoover's 
acceptance speech is the development 
of inland waterways. 

No political party opposes the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors; but 
if the farmers of the United States 
must wait until transportation . rates 
are sufficiently reduced by means of 
waterways to bring them prosperity, 
they may as well give up the fight 
and accept the humiliation and ruin 
which has threatened them through- 
out the last eight years. 

The remaining feature of Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s plan for farm relief is the stim- 
ulation of cooperative marketing by 
advancing federal credits. 

The cooperative marketing system 
has long been recognized by many 
members of both parties as helpful, 
but if it is to be regarded as of 
controlling value in the solution of 
the farm problem, why have the ad- 
ministrations in which Mr. Hoover has 
served as a cabinet member failed to 
apply this remedy with promptness? 

Democratic Policy. 


Contrast with this record of feeble- 
ness and failure the democratic policy 
for the improvement of agriculture: 

We repudiate Mr. Hoover's proposal 
to limit farm production to the domes- 
tic demand, as calculated to belittle, 
rather than to encourage the great 
industry of agriculture. 

Wheat, cotton and other farm prod- 
ucts have long contributed to the main- 
tenance of our balance of trade. In 
1927 we sold to other nations cotton 
amounting to $950,000,600 ; wheat sold 
abroad helped to swell our exports 
$324,000,000. If Mr. Hoover's sug- 
gestion should be carried out, hundreds 
of thousands of farmers and their 
families would lose their property and 
be driven from their homes, to swell 
even further the ranks of unemployed 
in the urban centers, 

The democratic party recognizes the 
right of farmers to lead in the de- 
velopment of farm policies. 

One of the reasons the republican 
party has failed is that it has relied 
on the judgment of politicians and re- 
jected the opinions of men whose in- 
terests and associations have prompted 
them to devote lifelong study to farm 
problems. 

That adequate credit facilities and 
better administration of the farm loan 
system be assured in the interest of 
farmers. 

The mismanagement of this system 
during the last few years has aroused 
the fears of many that it may be 
wrecked or its effectiveness greatly 
impaired if present policies are con- 
tinued, 

The necessity is recognized by the 
democratic party for an organized ag- 
riculture through which the farmer 
may work out and apply his own 
remedies, as well as receive govern- 
ment aid, through a federal farm 
board. 

The creation of a federal farm board 
and the financing of cooperative asso- 
ciations to deal with the crop sur- 
pluses.

Prohibition. 


There has always been room in the 
democratic party for those who difier 
as to the best means of promoting 
temperance and of suppressing the 
traffic in alcoholic beverages. A _ pro- 
posal for changes in the existing na- 
tional prohibition system, and also a 
resolution approving the 18th amend- 
ment and the Volstead act, were sub- 
mitted to the committee on platform 
and resolutions of the Houston con- 
vention. Neither was adopted. 

Both the committee and the con- 
vention, after prolonged hearings, ree 
ognized the futility of attempting to 
secure unanimity for either conten- 
tion. The committee reported, and 
the convention unanimously adopted, 
a declaration in the following lav- 
guage: 

“The republican party, for eight 
years in complete control of the gov- 
ernment at Washington, presents the 
remarkable spectacle of feeling com- 
pelled in its national platform te 
promise obedience to a provision of 
the federal constitution which it has 
flagrantly disregarded and te apolo- 
gize to the country for its «failure 
to enforce laws enacted by the con- 
gress of the United States. 

“Speaking for the national democ- 
racy, this convention pledges the party 
and its nominees to afi honest effort 
to enforce the 18th amendment an:l 
all other provisions of the federal con- 
stitution and all laws enacted pursu- 
ant thereto.” |

Throughout the last two adminis- 
trations the prohibition bureau has 
been under the treasury department, 
whose head, prior to national pro- 
hibition, was largely interested in the 
liquor business.

tion. 
Belief of Smith. 

Can it be said that becanse Gov- 
ernor Smith believes that, without re- 
turning to the old evils of the saloon, 
temperance and respect for law can be 
promoted through changes in the ex- 
isting system, he is a nullificationist 
and an enemy of the constitution? 
Such arguments impeach the intelli- 
gence of their authors. 


It is certain that only such modifi- 
cations as meet with the approval of 
public opinion are possible, no mat- 
ter who serves as president. 


Having in mind that the law for 
enforcement of prohibition has been 
discredited because good faith efforts 
have not been made for its enforce- 
ment, the conclusion is asserted that 
a breakdown is not threatened by 
mere proposals for modification, but 
rather by indifference of the public 
to proper execution and by corruption 
and inefficiency of many enforcement 
officers. It is recognized that the peo- 
ple constitute the reservoir of all po- 
litical power and have the right in 
the constitutional manner, to call for 
changes in either or. both the consti- 
tution and the law. The executive 
has no power to modify either. It is 
in no sense an attempt at nullifica- 
tion to suggest changes in the consti- 
tution or the law. Nullification con- 
sists in refusal or willful failure to 
enforce. 

To summarize, the democratic plat- 
form does not commit the party for or 
against modification. It does pledge 
the nominees to an honest effort to 
enforce the eighteenth amendment and 
the laws enacted pursuant thereto. 
Governor Smith has promised his best 
efforts to enforce prohibition. His 
personal opinion that the law or the 
constitution should be changed to 
make certain better observance and 
enforcement, does not affect his dis- 
position or ability to perform that 
duty. 

Merchant Marine. 


An adequate merchant marine is 
recognized by the democratic party as 
essential to the safety of the nation 
yand the independence of its commerce. 

When it became apparent that the 
United States might become involved 
in the late world war, which began 
in 1914, her merchant marine had al- 
most disappeared from the seas. Presi- 
dent Wilson announced a policy which 
in the emergency met with general ap- 
proval. The democratic congress gave 
effect to his recommendatiions and 
| provided liberal appropriations for the 
construction of ships for the carriage 
of our commerce. Democrats have 
never a@vocated and do not favor, as 
a permanent policy, government own- 
ership and operation of shipping lines 
if private enterprise will provide the 
funds and agencies required. to give 
American shippers the necessary car- 
rying service under our own flag. The 
republican party has been quick to 
respond to private influences and the 
propaganda of our rivals in  com- 
merce, while democrats have been con- 
cerned primarily with the interests of 
our own people. We have refused to 
approve reckless sacrifice and favorit- 
ism in the sale of vessels. We have 
insisted that the service of the United 
States Shipping Board shall be ‘con- 
tinued without discrimination against 
sections or ports until it becomes prac- 
ticable to transfer the lines for pri- 
vate operation under conditions that 
{will protect our commerce in peace 
itimes against discriminations which 
‘are certain to be imposed upon it if 
thansported largely under foreign 
flags; and it must be made certain 
that in the event of war the merchant 
vessels, reasonably required as auxili- 
aries to naval operations, shall be 
available for prompt use without re- 
liance upon the shipping facilities of 
other powers. 

While the necessity for government 
ships continues, and until they can 
be transferred under satisfactory con- 
ditions for private operation, the serv- 
ice should be kept efficient and should 


foreign lines and to provide for the 
expansion of our commerce. 


Political Corruption. 


IIonesty in public affairs is of 
transcendent importance. Corruption 
is the red signal of decadence. Cor- 
rupt elections breed dishonest public 
officers. That this issue exists is 
proved by the fact that both of the 
major parties have so declared in their 
platforms. That the platform makers 
at Kansas City dread the issue is 
shown in their effort to anticipate the 
declaration on the subject by the 
democratic party. 

While rare cases of fraud may be 
regarded as unavoidable in any busi- 
ness comparable in volume to that of 
the United States, it becomes a mat- 
ter of general political concern when 
the party in power proves so derelict 
as to fail to prevent shocking and re- 
peated departures from standards of 
common honesty in the transaction 
of the public business. The basis for 
the platform declarations referred to 
is found in notorious and criminal 
breaches of duty in several of the ex- 
ecutive departments—instances which

If this principle had been applied 
by the republican administration it 
would not have been necessary for the 
senate to advise the discharge of an 
attorney general who had tlagrantly 
disregarded the obligations of his of- 
fice and contributed to the pollution 
of the fountain of justice. The coun- 
try would have been spared the spec- 
tacle of the executive sustaining this 
faithless officer until public sentiment 
compelled dismissal; and the dis- 
missal would have been made without 
an expression of confidence in the 
faithless officer by the chief executive. 
If the reputation of the government 
had been duly safeguarded, there would 
have been no necessity for the senate 
to urge the retirement of the secre- 
tary of the navy, who had blindly ap- 
proved the corrupt contract by which 
the nation’s oil reserves were bartered 
to private interests through the brib- 
ery of a fellow cabinet officer, the 
secretary of the interier. Surely it is 
of greater consequence that a national 
administration shall sustain and justi- 
fy the public confidence by the 
prompt dismissal of faithless cabinet 
officers than that the feelings of such 
officers shall be spared by retaining 
them in authority after their miscon- 
duct has been disclosed. 


Breaches of Trust. 


Breaches of trust in the veterans’ 
bureau and in the alien property cus- 
todian’s office; the secret exaction of 
enormous campaign funds frem de- 
spoilers of the public domain, and 
the widespread sale of favors and ap- 
pointments by patronage dispensers 
disclose conditions which should 
have been corrected long ago and 
which make the platform declara- 
tion of the republican party for “hon- 
esty in government” and for “the ap- 
pointment of officials whose integrity 
cannot be questioned,” appear insin- 
cere and for the purpose of securing 
another lease on power. 


The democratic party pledges itself 
to “rescue the government from those 
who have betrayed their trust by dis- 
gracing it;” and supports its claim to 
the confidence of the voters by com- 
paring the last eight years of repub- 
lican maladministration with the rec- 
ord of our great democratic president, 
Woodrow Wilson. During his presi- 
dency, to the usual administrative re- 
sponsibilities were added the duty of 
carrying on the greatest war of all 
times. Numerous committees of inves- 
tigation created by the opposition aft- 
er it had secured control of the con- 
gress immediately following the war 
disclosed no breach of trust, no in- 
stance of dishonesty on the part of 
any democratic office holder. 

Throughout almost four terms the 
democratic nommee for president has 
served as chief executive of New York. 
During all his service the searchlight 
of hostile scrutiny has been thrown 
in full glare on his administrations. 
That Governor Smith’s record has 
stood the test is evidence of that ex- 
traordinary executive ability and fear- 
lessness required in a president of the 
United States, who is expected to sate- 
guard the government against such 
thieves and crooks as have plundered 
it during recent years. 

Campaign contributions and fair 
elections are intimately rglated to hon- 
est government. Here again both plat- 
forms recognize an issue, 

The republicans say: 

“Economy, honesty and decency in 
the conduct of political campaigns are 
a necessity if representative govern- 
ment is to be preserved to the people 
and political patries are to hold the 
respect of the citizens at large. 

‘The campaign of 1924 complied 
with all these requirements. It was 
a campaign, the expenses of which 
were carefully budgeted in advance, 
and which, at the close, presented a 
surplus and not a. deficit.” 

Secret Extortions. 

If the spirit of these declarations 
had governed, the former chairman of 
the republican national committee 
could not have secretly extorted or re- 
ceived from a beneficiary of the naval 
oil lease large amounts in Liberty 
bonds for the payment of a deficit 
coming over from the 1920 campaign, 
and without the payment of which 
the budget of 1924 could not hare 
been balanced without disclosing the 
arrangements which would have for- 
feited public confidence in the cam- 
paign methods of the republican party. 
he secret procurement of Liberty 
bonds derived ‘from a corrupt busi- 
ness transaction in oil, and the ef- 
fort by the former chairman of the 
republican national committee to dis- 
tribute the bonds among cabinet of- 
ficers, senators and other republicans 
of great prestige; the deliberate con- 
cealment of the plan from the senate 
committee of investigation disclose 
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practices at variance with the pledge 
now made not to “create any deficit 
in campaign expenditures” and to keep 
the public fully advised of the sources 
of campaign funds. 

Attention is now directed to another 
declaration in the republican plat- 


orm : . 
“There will not be any relaxing of 
resolute endeavor to keep our elec- 
tions clean, honest and free from taint 
of any kind. The improper use oi 
money in governmental and political 
affairs is a great national evil.” * * * 
This provision is amusing in the 
light of recent history. It implies 
that a determined effort heretofore 
has been made to “keep elections 
clean” and to prevent the improper 
use of money. The implication is 
contradicted by the facts. 

The safety of our political institu- 
tions depends on fair elections and 
honest government. You may never 
expect clean government 
tions or elections are to be bought 
and sold. Of course, such methods 
do not meet with approval by the 
majority of the republican party. 
Many republicans condemn the in- 
difference of their leaders to the 
ignominious record mentioned——a rec- 
ord which never could have been made 
if the watchmen on the towers had 
not fallen asleep. 

The democratic party invites the co- 
operation of all who desire the admin- 
istration of national affairs reformed 
in accordance with the principles set 
forth in its platform.

Detailing the crop situation, the re- 
ort says: 


“August crop reports issued by the 
S. department of agriculture indi- 
cate that crops generally made prog- 
ress during July, and that the com- 
posite condition of all crops on Au- 
gust 1 was about nine per cent above 
the condition a month earlier. This 
year’s total acreage in 19 cultivated 
crops is about 2.4 per cent above that 
harvested last year. Too much rain 
in the eastern cotton belt has de- 
layed cultivation, hindered fruiting 
of cotton and tobacco harvest, has 


melons, and on some lowlands has 
even washed out the crops. Cotton, 
corn and other field crops have made 
fairly good growth, though they are 
late and many fields are very weedy. 
Indicated yields show increases in po- 
tatoes, and in deciduous fruits, for all 
states of the district; the corn crop 
is smaller in Georgia, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi; sweet potatoes 
show a small increase in Tennessee, 
but decreases in other states; peanuts 
show increase in Florida but decreases 
elsewhere; and tobacco production is 
greater than last year in Georgia, 
Florida and Tennessee, but about the 
same in Louisiana. The peach crop 
in Georgia is the largest on record, 
being estimated at 9,856,000 bushels, 
compared with 5,943,000 bushels last 
year. Returns from the melon and 
peach crops are reported unsatisfae- 
tory, and prices being received for 
tobacco are lower than those which 
prevailed last year.”

The appellate court reversed the

McLaughlin, pitcher for the Atlanta 
Crackers two years ago, had no cause 
of action against the Atlanta Base- 
ball association. Lawrence asked dam- 
ages of $20,000 for alleged injuries 
received, the opinion said. when he 
made “audible remarks that were not 
particularly complimentary to the 
pitching ability of said McLaughlin 
as displayed on said occasion, August 
3, 1926.
